Meticulous grooming is essen- 
tial to beauty when you are over 


forty. If you are a busy, respon- 
sible person, that is all the more 
reason why you should pay 
stricter attention to details. If 
you have only a minimum of 
time to devote to yourself, be all 
the firmer about taking advan- 
tage of the few minutes you 
have and resort to treatments 
that will “tide you over” until 
you have more leisure. 


Hurry and worry are the first 
things that should be eliminated 
from your life.

Tasty Dishes for Today 


SPECIAL FOOD 
FOR THE SICK 


By JUDITH WILSON 


OOKING for someone who is 
or who has been ill is a 
problem that every homemaker 
must face at some time or 
another. While the patient is 
really ill and is reduced to a 
liquid diet, the problem is not 
so difficult but when he is mak- 
ing rapid improvement and de- 
mands a more substantial diet 
the trouble begins. 

His appetite is apt to be poor 
and the homemaker must pro- 
vide variety to tempt him. Yet 
she is limited to easily digested, 
nutritive foods like milk, eggs, 
fruits and a few finely sieved 
vegetables. 

Strained Foods 

Anyone cooking for an invalid 
Or convalescent will be wise to 
invest in several — or several 
dozen — of the small cans of 
pureed vegetables and fruits 
that are prepared especially for 
babies. These products are cook- 
ed carefully to preserve their 
vitamins and are unseasoned. 
making them specially desirable 
for invalid diets. Thty will save 
you hours of time that vou 
would otherwise spend cooking 
and straining fresh vegetables. 
In addition to these advantages 
they are so good that many ot 
the recipes for desserts, soups 
and main dishes will appeal to 
the rest of the family. so you 
needn’t prepare an entire sepa- 
rate mez! for the patient. 

A Gay Pray 

In arranging the patient's 
tray, remember that unusual! 
garnishes, fresh flowe:s or gav 
Ceilies and pretty dishes will 
mane a plain meal twice as ap- 
pealing. These recipes will help 
you achieve variety as well as 
balance in his menus 


Cream of Spinach 


For the cream of spinach soup 
—and this recipe wi!’ serve five 
so there is enough for every one 
—chop one-third cup of celery 
leaves fine and cook in three 
tablespoons butter until slightly 
brown. Add two tablespoons 
flour, salt to taste and two and 
one-half cups of milk. Cook un- 
til smooth and add one or two 
small cans of pureed spinach. 

Utilize Canned Miik 

When the patient tires - of 
fresh milk in the diet, you can 
often tempt him with evaporated 
milk made into nourishing 
drinks and desserts. The evapor- 
ated milk has a distinctive flavor 
that may appeal! to him. For the 
delightful egg-nog, separate the 
white and yolk of a fresh egg 
and beat the yolk with one 
tablespoon of honey and a few 
grains of salt. Add three-fourths 
of a cup of evaporated milk 
diluted with three-fourths of a 
cup of water. Fold in the egg 
white stiffly beaten. pour into a

Except when 
she acts in haste, her conscience 
is certain to be elear on the 
point of duty..In. view of these 
facts, therefore,.why are. so 
many young mothers careless in 
their duty to themselves. 


Indifference to Self 

After baby comes, these moth- 
ers live solely for him. neglect- 
ing themselves. Not alone dc 
they become careless about their 
appearance, but a case in point 
is a young woman a devoted 
mother to her four menths old 
baby, who practically starves 
herself. : 

In her case, it isn’t for want 
that she goes witnout. food. 
Ratner she is so wrapped up in 
her baby, that she forgets to 
cat. Maybe she is lazy, as when 
she does decide to eat, she 
chooses food without thought. 
Usually she opens the ice box, 
nibbles on cheese or cake or 
something left over from last 
night’s dinner, regardiess of the 
hcur. Consequently, she kills he: 
appetite for any meal. 

A Bad Habit 

There are many such mothers, 
who through being too devoted 
te their ehildren or too lazy to 
cook for themselves, make them- 
Selves weak anid anaemic. But 
good health in a mother is as 
necessary as common sense. In-

A mother has other duties 
than to her child, as every wise 
parent knows.

France’s Perennial 
Minister . . . Albert 
Sarraut 


HE word perennial is usually 

applied to flora and fauna, 
but in France, Albert Sarraut. 
Munister of Marine, has bobbed 
up so often in French cabinets 
in various capacities that he has 
come to be known as the “per- 
ennial minister.” Incidentally, 
his enly rivals in this distinction 
were Aristide Briand and Paul 
Painleve. 

Most French statesmen, and, 
as a matter of fact, diplomats 
and other government officials of 
an, nation, are drawn from the 
ranks of lawyers, doctors, jour- 
nalists, or bankers. Sarraut, 
without as much as a smile, calls 
himself a “publicist,” which may 
mean anything, but in reality he 
was & small town newspaper 
publisher. In addition, he has 
had a more active life, perhaps 
more replete and dramatic in 
personal dangers and mishaps, 
than most men trained for the 
army or navy. 

For example, Sarraut was se- 
riously wounded in a duel with 
M. Pugliesi-Conti, during the 
early Clemeneeau regime; at- 
tempts were made on two occa- 
sions to assassinate him; he 
once was shipwrecked and at 
another time thrown into a tur- 
bulent river when a bridge upon 
which he was walking collapsed. 
Once he remarked regarding his 
seemingly charmed life: ‘I only 
need twelve days to recover from 
anything, and I’m back on the 
608 

At an early age, Sarraut fore- 
saw that provincial newspapers 
could be made to wield political 
power, if they were divoreed 
from their dependency upon the 
large Parise dailies. Aceordingly, 
he and his brother purchased 
controlling interest in a small 
newspaper in the city of Tou- 
louse, in southern France, and 
made it one of the most power- 
ful organs in that section of the 
country. This influence was en- 
larged with the creation of a 
news service which eventually 
liberated southwest France from 
an unhealthy dependence upon 
Paris editors. 

” * * 

ESTRICTION to one field 

was not for a man of Sar- 
raut’s intellect. Business at- 
tracted him for a time, and vhen 
he turned his hand to writing 
three books on government and 
political economy. Shortly after 
the turr of the century he 
sought public office, and as he 
hed foreseen, his path was easier 
because of his newspaper back- 
ing. Added to this was a sharp 
wit, timed with abundant tact, 
and ability for organizing. 

In 1902, he went o the Cham- 
ber of Deputies fran the Aude, 
and later he acteo s_ under- 
secretary of state in «ne Sarrien 
and Clemenceau cavincts. In 
1909, Briand chose h'm for Scc- 
retary of War. ‘Two yeers tater, 
much against his will, he was 
packed off to Indo-Ch.na as gov- 
ernor of that t.cublesome 
French possession, a post which 
has been the politica: praveyard 
of more than one ambitious 
Frenchman. : 

Sarraut regarded this respon- 
sible position as political exile, 
and by ingenious wire-pulling he 
got himself transferred back to 
Paris, to become Minisucr of 
Public Instruction. Et is tnterest- 
ing to note that he return:d to 


Paris with several-bulicts jn his - 


ehest, the gift cf a native r+ bel. 

In Paris once again, the Vivi- 
ani-regime found Sarrat.'s. vi- 
tality just a bt emourecssing 
politically, and shortly after the 
fall of that cabinet. Clemenceau. 
who succeeded to power, vent 
Sarraut, for schering purposes. 
back to Saigon. The legend is 
that Sarraut then resolved -hs‘ 
his only means of retiwning to 
Paris was to beeonre so belliger- 
ently efficient a colonizl minister 
that he would necessa vy be :e- 
called ‘as minister of tmlovues 
That was exactly what hap- 
peed; not, however, before xe 
hal escaped another wenld-be 
as assin’s bomb. 

During the post-war years, 
Sarraut served under Herriot. 
Painleve and Briand. When Ma-~ 
rine Minister Leygues died some 
time ago, Sarraut was his logical 
successor, since he manifestly 
knew more of overseas affairs 
than any man acceptable to Pre- 


mier Daladier.
